STARTED BY FILIPINOS.

M a n i l a , Feb. ti.—The long expected 
rupture bi tween the Americans and the 
Filipinos has come at lust. 
The former, 
are now engaged in solving the Philip-’ 
pine problem with tho utmost expedi* 
tion possible. 
The clash came when three daring 
Filipinos darted past 
the Nebraska 
regiment’s pickets at Santa Mesa. but 
retired when challenged. 
They repeated the experiment with­ 
out drawing the sentries lire. 
But the 
third time Corporal Greely challenged 
the Filipinos and then fired, killing one 
of them aud wounding another. 
Almost immediately afterward the 
Filipinos’ lino, from Calvinian to Santa 
Mesa, commenced a fu si lade which was 
im ieCtuu . 
he Ni brusk i, Montana aud N orth 
D nota i utposts replied vigorously aud 
he I their groiiid until reinforcements 
ar* I veil. 
i he Filipinos in the meantime con­ 
centrated ut three points, Calvocan, U~* 
ga'augin aud Santa Mesa. 
rho Filipinos opened a hot fire from 
all J u t e places simultaneously. 
This 
was supplemented by the fire of two 
siege guns at Balik-Balik, aud by ad­ 
vancing their skirmishers at Paco and 
Pandacan. 
The Americans responded with a ter­ 
rific fire, but owing to the darkness 
they were unable to determine its effect. 
Tne Utah light artillery finally suc­ 
ceeded in silencing the native battery. 
The Third artillery also did good 
work ou the extreme iett. 
The engagement lasted over an hour. 
The United States cruiser Charleston 
and (he gunboat Concord, stationed off 
Malubuua, opened fire from their sec­ 
ondary batteries on tho Filipinos’ posi­ 
tion at Calvocan aud kept it up vigor­ 
ously. 
Tnere was another fusilade along the 
entire line, aud the United States sea­ 
going double-turreted monitor Monad- 
nock opened fire on the enemy from off 
Malate. 
With daylight the Americans ad­ 
vanced. 
The California and W ashington regi­ 
ments made a splendid charge and 
drove the Filipinos from the villages of 
Paco and Sam a Mesa. 
The Nebraska regiment also distin­ 
guished itself, capturing several prison­ 
ers aud one Howitzer and a very strong 
position at the reservoir, which is con­ 
nected with tna waterworks. 
The Kansas and Dakota regiments 
compelled the enemy’s right flank to 
retire to Calvocan. 
There was interm ittent tiring at vari- 
on * points all day long. 
The losses of the Filipinos cannot bs 
estimated at 
present, but they are 
known to be considerable. 
The American losses are estimated at 
20 meu killed aud 125 wounded. 
The Ygorates, armed with bows and 
arrows, made a very determined stand 
in the lace of a hot artillery fire and 
left many men dead on the field. 
Several attempts were made in this 
city to assassinate American officers. 
C o n d o n , Feb. ti.—A representative of 
The A Hsociated Press saw the London 
representative of Aguinaldo. 
He did 
not express surprise at the news from 
Hie Philippine islands, but declared 
i hat the b liipmos at Manila were suspic­ 
ious of tim attitude of the United States 
and had formed tile opinion that it was 
better to light before the Americans 
were remfoi ceil.

It seems to bo Dewey’s fortune al­ 
ways to be able to report favorable

learned that the insurgents had forced 
the issue. 
It had hoped all along that 
they could be brought to se * the advan­ 
tages of placing their trust iii the Amer­ 
ican people ami relying upon the presi­ 
dent to deal justly witn them.

The situation is regarded here as 
rather anomalous from a diplomatic 
standpoint. 
Legally the Filipinos are 
still Spanish subjects.

M a n il a, FYb. fi.—The long expected 
nipt m e bi tween the Americans and the 
Filipinos has come at last. 
The former 
are now engaged iii solving the Philip-’ 
pine problem with tho utmost expedi­ 
tion possible. 
The clash came when three daring 
FT ii pi nos darted past 
the Nebraska 
regiment’s pickets at Santa Mesa, but 
retired when challenged. 
They repeated the experiment with­ 
out draw mg the sent ries fire. 
Hut tne 
third time Corporal Greely challenged 
the F'ilipinos and t h e n fired, killing one 
of theta aud wounding another. 
Alumni immediately afterward the 
F'ilipinos’ lino, from Calvocun to Santa 
Mesa, commenced a t list lade which was 
im icctun . 
fie N. Flask I, Montana and N orth 
D Kota < ut|KJSt" replied vigorously aud 
he I their ground until reinforcements 
ar. I veil. 
t he Filipinos in the meantime con­ 
centrated at three points, Caivocan, CL- 
ga angili and Santa Mesa. 
The Filipinos opened a hot fire from 
all Tin e places simultaneously. 
Thin 
was supplemented by the tiro of two 
siege guns at lialik-Halik, aud by ad­ 
vancing their skirmishers at Poco and 
Pandacati. 
The Americans responded with a ter­ 
rific fire, but owing to the darkness 
they were unable to determine its effect, 
Tne Utah light artillery finally suc­ 
ceeded in silencing the native battery. 
Tho Third artillery also did good 
work on tho extreme left. 
The engagement lasted over an hour. 
The United fetates cruiser Charleston 
aud Hie gunboat Concord, stationed off 
Malubntia, opened fire from their sec­ 
ondary batteries on tho F'ilipinos’ posi­ 
tion at Caivocan ami kept it up vigor­ 
ously. 
There was another fusilude along the 
entire line, and the United States sea­ 
going double-turreted monitor Monad- 
nock opened tire on the enemy from off 
Malate. 
Wk h daylight the Americans ad­ 
vanced. 
The California and Washington regi­ 
ments made a splendid charge and 
drove the FTlipuios from the villages of 
Paco and feuntu Mesa. 
The Nebraska regiment also distin­ 
guished itself, capturing several prison­ 
ers and one Howitzer aud a very stroug 
position at the reservoir, which is con­ 
nected with ta a waterworks. 
The K am as and Dakota regiment* 
compelled the enemy’s right flank to 
retire to Caivocan. 
There was interm ittent firing at van- 
on - points all day long. 
The losses of the F'ilipinos cannot be 
estimated at 
present, but 
they are 
known to be considerable. 
The American lo."ses are estimated at 
20 men killed and 125 wounded. 
The Ygorates, armed with bowe and 
arrows, made a very determined stand 
in the lace of a hot artillery fire and 
left many men dead on the field. 
Several attempts were made in this 
city to assassinate American officers. 
uoMx>n, Feb. ti. — A representative of 
The Associated Pre."S saw the London 
representative of Aguinaldo. 
He did 
not express "urpr ise at the news from 
the Philippine islands, but declared 
i hut the F lupines at Manila were suspic­ 
ious of the altitude of the United States 
and had formed toe opinion that it was 
better to Ii gut before the Americans 
were re;moi cad. 
The r< preventative added that Mabmi, 
the head of the F ilipino cabinet and his 
colleagues, were convinced that if th* 
Americans were beaten now publio 
opinion in the United States would 
“ insist upon the maintenance of Fili­ 
pino independence.”

The New York Poet’s correspondent 
at Havana, writing under date of Jan 
17 aliont the rehabilitation of Cuba, 
sayst Beyond any doubt the key to the 
Caban situation today is employment 
for the unemployed. “ The best remedy 
for woe is work.” was the remark of a 
wise man. 
It applies accurately today 
in the island of Cuba. The country has 
passed through months of immeasur­ 
able woe. Little short of utter demoral­ 
ization has marked all departments of 
life. Commerce, industry, and produc­ 
tion have been overturned and dc 
■troyed. 
A marked analogy lies between Cuban 
affairs at the pres* ut time and the con­ 
ditions which existed in our southern 
States during the days which followed 
the close of the rivil war. The essential 
difference between the two cases lies iii 
the pronounced contrast in the char­ 
acter of the people affected. 
The one 
was forceful, earnest, American, to rise 
from crushing defeat and face a new 
life in a land impoverished and wasted 
by years of warfare. 
The other is in­ 
dolent with the indolence of the tropics, 
simple often with an almost childlike 
simplicity, and often, too, with an al­ 
most childlike dependence upon the up 
holding and guiding hand of a power 
outside themselves. That they are what 
they are today is the inevitable result 
of such government as bas been accord­ 
ed them. 
It is not well to look for any install 
taneous rehabilitation of affairs in the 
island. 
Notwithstanding the many far 
more favorable natural conditions pre­ 
sented here. the reconstruction of Cuba 
will be. as it was in the south, a work 
of time. Employment for the unemploy­ 
ed—the circulation of money not as 
charity, but in payment for productive 
service— is the pathway to Chiba’s pros­ 
perity. 
But who shall employ where 
there are so few employers, and who 
shall pay where so few h*ve anything 
with which to make payment? There 
lies the rub. Another feature lies iii the 
fact that tho people have not yet had 
time to pull themselves together, to ad­ 
just themselves to new and unfamiliar 
conditions after their long period of dis­ 
turbance and unrest. 
After the great 
fires in Boston and Chicago the echo of 
falling walls had hardly died away be­ 
fore signs appeared announcing the new 
location of the burned out owners or 
tenants. But that is not the Cuban way. 
The character is lacking in that strong­ 
ly elastic, recuperative power. The Cu­ 
ban needs to do much talking before he 
does a little work. 
The requisite primary steps would 
appear to lie most readily along the line 
of governmental work. 
This need not 
involve the more than doubtful econom­ 
ic measure of the creation of work for 
the sake of furnishing paid employ­ 
ment. Endless work is actually needed, 
much of which is almost imperative, 
which will prove an investment for the 
country and not an expense upon it. 
Much of this might be undertaken with 
endless benefit. It could, and should, be 
undertaken chiefly ana means to an end. 
It should serve as a bridge across which 
a needy people might pass over a “ sea 
of troubles” to a firm ground of honest 
industry and self maintenance. 
Public 
works, new roads, aud the improve­ 
ment of old ones, increased facilities 
for transportation, would all aid might­ 
ily in the rehabilitation of the island 
and constitute a well invested working 
capital for the future. 
But there is also another view. 
We 
have heard and still hear very much 
about the poverty of the island. 
We 
hear many harrowing tales of suffering 
and distress, of painful death from 
starvation. 
These tales have only been 
too true in the days that have passed. 
Unqnestii wilily some suffering still ex­ 
ists. but it may be said that none of it is 
visible today 
To sec it at all one must 
seek it under the guidance of those who 
know its special localities. 
Beggars 
abound iii Havana. 
They infest the 
cafes and block the passage on the 
prominent 
business streets. 
C h i l d r e n 
and half pa Lied old crones, women 
with babes on their arms, appeal piti­ 
fully to the passerby for alms. Tender 
hearted people give to such and pass on 
with tears iii their eyes. 
The more 
practical though perhaps not less gener­ 
ous suspect the professional el e men t in 
this beggary, and they are g e n e r all> 
quite right. Among the first work done 
by the new police force should be the 
suppression of vagrancy. 
From personal observation and from 
many sources of information which have 
been open to me I think myself war­ 
ranted in a belief that there is but very 
little suffering from hunger on the in­ 
land today. 
I have talked with sympa­ 
thetic relief workers, with police offi­ 
cials, whose views are apt to be both 
dispassionate and fairly accurate, and 
with observers from various stand­ 
points. Neither rumor nor report indi­ 


cates mortality among those w no are 
receiving public aid, and public aid is 
open to all who need. 
That aid also 
reaches not a few who should find other 
means of support. 
But in the carrying 
on of extensive charities some imposi­ 
tion is to be expected. In the rural sec­ 
tions nature supplies foods which are 
amply nourishing 
and upon which 
many people have been accustomed to 
chiefly depend for the greater part of 
their maintenance at all times. 
In the 
larger centers free food supplies are 
furnished for the needy. 
By a recent 
act of the military government rations 
bT’ 
buri .fred thousand were sr-nt to 
the more important centers for free dis­ 
tribution to the hungry. 
Further sup­ 
plies are on the way. 
A difficulty is presented here which 
is wholly familiar to all who are in any 
measure acquainted with extensive re­ 
lief work. 
It lies in the department of 
the individual preference for some par­ 
ticular line of work or for work in some 
particular locality. 
Some will suffer, 
accept charity or beg in Havana rather 
than go to some other point where an 
honest 
and 
independent 
liv< Ii hood 
awaits them. 
Some, whose ambition 
is a job at the custom house or a posi­ 
tion on the police force, will live at the 
expense of the public or barely elude 
the swath of the “ grim reaper” rather 
than go into the street cleaning depart­ 
ment. 
An imperative need in the island is 
the immediate establishment and active 
operation of the already proposed labor 
bureau. The island should be districted, 
the casten portion centering in Santiago 
and the western portion in Havana. 
The removal of workmen to points 
where there is work to do could bt* ef­ 
fected through such a bureau, with a 
marked relief tit congestion iii the larger 
centers. 
This system, combined with 
the employment of others upon different 
public works, would have an immediate 
and immensely beneficial effect upon 
the situation in Cuba. 
To accomplish either of these three 
things are necessary 
viz. authority, 
men and money. 
The authority un­ 
doubtedly lies easily within the scope 
of the military government. 
If that 
government has the power to do that 
which it is now doing upon a compel a 
tively small scale, the argument is (ii 
reft that it bas the power to extend its 
operations. The problem of men for the 
official supervision 
and tin* depart­ 
mental work of a general labor bureau 
is wholly simple. 
Encamped upon tin* 
ridges westward of Havana and within 
a few miles of tin* city are some I U , OOO 
or 12,000 men of the Seventh Army 
ccrps. 
There they spend their days in 
the dull routine of camp life, a prey to 
idleness and an invitation to epidemics. 
In the tents of both officers and pri­ 
vates are many men of intelligence and 
ability, college men, merchants, pro­ 
fessional men, any of whom is fully 
qualified for such departmental work, 
and to whom any such work would be a 
grateful relief from the weary monot­ 
ony of the camp. 
As many of these as 
might be needed coaid be detailed for 
bureau work and distributed through­ 
out the country for the performance of 
designated duties. It is not always wise 
to detach a colonel from his command, 
but there 
are 
lieutenant 
colonels, 
majors, and 
captains entirely com­ 
petent for the direction and control of 
such an organization. 
The soul co of the money required La­ 
the financing of any of the much needed 
undertakings for the benefit of this is­ 
land and its people is less clearly ap­ 
parent. It is not credit that is wanted. 
but ready cash, almost spot cash. 
The 
customs receipts m aybe made available 
as far as they will go. Apropos of this. 
it is interesting to know that the le- 
ceipts at the custom house in Havana 
for the first two weeks of the year have 
reached the sum of $857,000, which is 
but some $7,000 less than the receipts 
for the corresponding period in I MOH. 
This sum, considerable though it is. is 
wholly inadequate for the requirements. 
Municipal or general taxes might be 
im] wised, but 
the majority have uo 
money with which to meet such a levy, 
and much ti me would necessarily elapse 
before anything like a requisite sum 
could be obtained. 
Tilt* alternative, then, would seem to 
lie between a quick loan, secured by 
the revenues of the island, and that 
method of doing things whit ii is known 
ana “ pat aud a promise. ” This method 
will not dean the streets, preserve or 
der, maintain postal service, feed the 
hungry, or give employ nient t 
tile 
needy. 
To await the receipt of a un 
nae which must accomplish these re­ 
sults means stagnation, idleness, and a 
protracted maintenance of thousands of 
tin* indigent. 
Cubans who are in el -e 
touch with the intelligent and leading 
elements of their party assure me that 
such a loan, to bt* used for sin ii par 
[loses, would meet tile cordial approval 
and indorsement

It is found 
on the island of Barbados, in the Lesser 
Antilles, where the natives call it liian- 
jak. It is thought that m anjak is petri­ 
fied petroleum, great quantities of pe­ 
troleum being found on the same island. 
It contains only 2 percent of water and 
fully 27 per cent of solid organic m at­ 
ter, thus surpassing in utility the best 
asphalt of Trinidad, in which 30 per 
cent of water is contained and which 
has been classed so far as the very finest 
fuel. Mixed with turf it gives heat fur 
superior to any known.

Lieutenant Hobson tells in the Feb­ 
ruary Century why it was that the 
Spanish officers A* Morro Castle believed 
the collier Merrimac to be an armored 
m an-of-w ar: 
It was not long before the governor 
of the Morro came, making me a most 
cordial visit. 
He was followed by the 
colonel commanding the artillery. This 
officer, after kind salutations, referred 
to the heavy fire we had withstood so 
long and to the gallantry of our fire in 
return. 
When I informed him that we 
had no guns on board, he was utterly 
incredulous and seemed 
to conclude 
that I was deceiving him. for he re­ 
plied. “ But I know yon must have fired, 
for I was struck myself on the foot, 
though I was standing away up above. ” 
I replied that it must have been a frag­ 
ment resulting from their own fire, at 
which the colonel became serious, as 
though a new and unwelcome thought 
was passing through his mind. He, too. 
had taken us for an armored vessel forc­ 
ing our way through, and what he said 
about our fire puzzled me. 
The next time Charette camo in he 
told me that wounded men wen* being 
ope rated on in the room just above the 
men’s cell 
and that the 
blood was 
running down the wall and had run 
down the clews of bis hammock, so that 
la- bad had to change its position 
When I had a chance to speak to him 
and to the others afterward, they said 
that both a Spanish sergeant and a 
Spanish private had told them that the 
blood came from the men we had 
wounded; that we had killed 14 and 
wounded 37 ! 
In a visit to tho Morro after the sur­ 
render I was very much puzzled to find 
fresh gashes and imprints of various 
sizes in the rear walls, as though it had 
been attacked from the inshore side. 
while we had attacked only from the 
sea. Every indication seems to point to 
the conclusion that the Spaniards firing 
at the Merrimac had struck their own 
men across the channel. 
This was t»h« 
more to be expected from the horizontal 
fire. Morro, though elevated, was in the 
line of fire from the Reina Mercedes, 
whose projectiles, exploding on the 
Merrimac, 
doubtless 
showered 
the 
hanks and the rear of Morro beyond. 
No wonder, then, that they took us for 
an armored man-of-war.

A g e n ts F r o m E u r o p e Are Un j i n n I p 
t h e T r e e s F o r G e rm a n y . 
An extraordinary demand for walnut 
timber at present prevails in eastern 
Pennsylvania. 
More than $75,000 has 
been paid out to farmers near Reading 
w ithin the past five years for walnut 
trees. 
This timber has been bought 
from them by agents and shipped to 
Germany. 
In many sections of this 
country the walnut tree is practically 
extinct, so great have been the demands 
for this timber by agents of foreign 
firms. 
Some of the trees ont down within 
the past few weeks were more than 200 
years old and were os stately and tine as 
any that stud the earth. 
The logs are 
extremely heavy and hard to handle. 
They are always hewn square before 
shipment. 
In the vicinity of Ephrata 
it is estimated that no less than 75.000 
feet of walnut lumber has been cut since 
the first of December. 
The logs are be­ 
ing prepared for shipment to Liverpool 
and other European points to be ma nu 
factored into gunstocks.

tinue in uninterrupted use under an 
electric regime. The professor estimates 
that the cost of fuel per horsepower 
hour would be reduced to half a cent, 
that track life would lengthen and that 
repairs to motors would cost much less 
than they do in the case of the heavier 
and more complicated locomotive. 
He 
is certain that electricity means note­ 
worthy savings in outlay as well as far 
better service. 
As to the m atter of speed. Professor 
Short promises 110 miles an hour for 
passenger trains. 
As to safety, he has 
no doubt. On this point he says: “ The 
Westinghouse airbrake makes it safe to 
run a succession of steam trains over 
the same track at the rate of 60 miles 
an hour. 
Electric trains, running at 
125 miles an hour, will be braked by 
the pneumatic control, a new device 
which supplements the airbrake, is a t­ 
tached with it and uses the same air 
One operator at the head of the train 
controls all the motors." If any acci­ 
dent should shut off the el e e l ic cur­ 
rent, the train would he automatically 
stopped by the pneumatic arrangement. 
The professor sees possibilities far be­ 
yond his promise of 110 miles an hour. 
and he goes so far as to assert that 
there are no difficulties in respect of 
safety or durability of track to prevent 
the attainm ent of 175 miles an hour.

Endless work is actually needed, 
much of which is almost imperative, 
which will prove an investment for the 
country and not an expense upon it. 
Much of this might be undertaken with 
endless benefit It could, and should, be 
undertaken chiefly as a means to an end. 
It should serve as a bridge across which 
a needy people might pass over a “ sea 
of troubles” to a firm ground of honest 
industry and self maintenance. 
Public 
works, new roads, and the improve­ 
ment of old ones, increased facilities 
for transportation, would all aid might 
ily ill the rehabilitation of the island 
and constitute a well invested working 
capital for the future. 
But there is also another view. 
We 
have heard and still hear very much 
about the poverty of the island. 
We 
hear many harrowing tales of suffering 
and distress, of painful death from 
starvation. 
These tales have only I teen 
ti hi true in the days that have passed. 
Bn quest ii nably some suffering still ex 
ists. but it may be said that none of itis 
visible today 
To see it at all one must 
seek it under the guidance of those who 
know its special localities. 
Beggars 
abound in Havana. 
They infest the

hearted people give to such and puss tin 
w ith tears in their eyes.

It was not long before the governor 
of the Morro came, making me a most 
cordial visit. 
He was followed by the 
colonel commanding the artillery. This 
officer, after kind salutations, referred 
to the heavy fire we had withstood so 
long and to the gallantry of our fire in 
return. 
W hen I informed him that we 
had no gnus on board, he was utterly 
incredulous and seemed 
to conclude 
that I was deceiving him. for he re­ 
plied, “ But I know you must have fired, 
for I was struck myself on the foot, 
though I was standing away up above. ” 
I replied that it must have been a frag­ 
ment resulting from their own fire, at 
which the colonel became serious, as 
though a new and unwelcome thought 
was passing through his mind. He, too, 
had taken us for an armored vessel forc­ 
ing our way through, and what he said 
about our fire puzzled me. 
The next tim e Charette came iii he 
told me that wounded men were being 
operated on in the room ju st above the 
men's cell 
and that the 
blood 
was 
running down the wall and had run 
down the clews of his hammock, so that 
he* had 
had to change its 
position 
When I had a chance to speak to him 
and to the others afterward, they said 
that Inn Ii a Spanish sergeant and a 
Spanish private had told them that the 
blood 
came from 
the 
men 
we 
had 
wounded; that we had killed 14 and 
wounde d 37 ! 
In a visit to tho Morro after the sur­ 
render I was very much puzzled to find 
fresh gashes and imprints of various 
sizes in tile rear walls, as though it had 
been attacked from the inshore side, 
while we had attacked only from the 
sea. Every indication seems to point to 
the conclusion that the Spaniards firing 
at the Merrimac had struck their own 
men across the channel. 
This was fche 
more to be expected from the horizontal 
fire. Morro, though elevated, was in the 
line of fire from the Reina Mercedes, 
whose 
projectiles, exploding 
on 
the 
Merrimac, 
doubtless 
showered 
the 
hanks and the rear of Morro beyond. 
No wonder, then, that they took us for 
an armored man-of-war

A t t e n t * F r o m F n r o p e A r e IIiiylnK I ’p 
t h e T r e e * F o r G e r m a n y . 


An extraordinary demand for walnut 
tim ber at present prevails in eastern 
Pennsylvania. 
More than $75,000 has 
been paid out to farmers near Reading 
w ithin the past five years for walnut 
trees. 
This tim ber has been bought 
from them by agents and shipped to 
Germany. 
In many sections of this 
country the walnut tree is practically 
extinct, so great have been the demands 
for this timber by agents of foreign 
firms. 
Some of the trees cot down within 
the past few weeks were more than 200 
years old and were as stately and fine as 
any that stud the earth. 
The logs are 
extremely heavy and hard to handle 
They are always hewn square before 
shipment. 
In the vicinity of Ephrata 
it is estimated that no less than 75,000 
feet of walnut lumber has been cut since 
the first of December. 
The logs are be­ 
ing prepared for shipment to Liverpool 
and other European points to be maim 
factor**! into gunstocks.

made Mr. Keely’s acquaintance, visited 
him frequently, and examined his meth 
ids. In his many interviews Mr. Whit 
aker collected a vocabulary of more 
than one thousand words invented by 
Keely These words had a scientific jin 
iMitt, but not one of them is recognised

tion of a charlatan and circus fakir and 
a man who was really sincere* one who 
had been dazed reading on scientific 
I matters, and. being uneducated, was 
unable to grasp the meaning of what he 
read.

Mr. Whitaker considered that it was 
his duty to expose Keely, and he collect 
ed an immense amount of matter besides 
the vocabulary, but died before it was 
ever utilized or published.

COMING ELECTRIC RAILROAD

Professor Sidney H. Short contributes 
to the Jo.mary Cosmopolitan an inter­ 
esting paper entitled 
“ The Coming 
Electric Railroad. ” 
It derives special 
interest from the fact that the author 
is one of the most distinguished electri­ 
cians in the United States and is second 
to no other in practical knowledge of 
the subject under consideration. 
He 
concurs in the general belief 
that 
“ American genius and American mil­ 
lions will overcome all obstacle's to the 
substitution of electricity for steam on 
long distance railways.” 
Referring to the objection that if 
steam were to be supplanted by elec­ 
tricity billions of dollars in plants 
would be sacrificed, Professor Short rn 
plies that this is simply begging the 
whole question. 
Ile says that a vastly 
preponderating number of items in a 
steam railway property of today would 
not he diminished one dollar iii value 
by til is change of motive power. 
In­ 
deed, lie add" all save ear trucks, loco 
motives am ^ pair shop equipment de 
voted to locomotive work would con­ 
tinue in uninterrupted use under an 
electric regime. The professor estimates 
that the cost of fuel per horsepower 
hour would he reduced to half a cent, 
that track life would lengthen and that 
repairs to motors would cost much less 
than they do in the case of the heavier 
and more complicated locomotive. 
Ile 
is certain that electricity means note­ 
worthy savings in outlay as well as far 
better service. 
As to the m atter of speed, Professor 
Short promises 110 miles an hour for 
passenger trains. 
As to safety, he has 
no doubt. On this point he says: “ The 
W estinghouse airbrake makes it safe to 
run a succession of steam trains over 
the same track at the rate of HO miles 
an bour. 
Electric trains, running at 
125 miles an hour, will be braked by 
the pneum atic control, a new device 
which supplem ents the airbrake, is a t­ 
tached w ith it and nses the same air 
One operator at the head of the train 
controls all th e m otors.” 
If any acci­ 
dent should shut off the e le c l ic cur­ 
rent, the train would be autom atically 
stopped by the pneum atic arrangem ent. 
The professor sees possibilities far be­ 
yond his promise of HO miles an hour, 
and he goes so far as to assert that 
there are no difficulties in respect of 
safety or durability of track to prevent 
the attain m en t of 175 miles an hour. 
If we may judge the near future by 
the recent past, all this is but a strong 
probability—almost a certainty—of the 
first decade of the tw entieth century. 
—W ashington Post. 
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It is now stated upon reliable au­ 
thority that Mr. Dos Passos will wind 
up the preliminary business of the 
American Potteries company the first 
day of March.
